Frederic k Eversley 

The work of this exhibit represents five years of a sculptor’s 
meditations on the nature of light and energy. By using the 
inherent light and concentrating properties of the concave 
paraboloidal lens and mirror, he has discovered unexplored 
spaces that allow for powerful sculptural imagery where the 
viewer becomes a participant in the completion of the 
concept. Natural changes in light and viewer perspective 
result in an optically kinetic experience from a non-kinetic 
medium. The physical phenomenon of energy concentration 
depicted optically by the sculpture is representative of the 
entire spectrum of energy forms, both physical and 
metaphysical. 
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Mr. Eversley is a sculptor well known in the United States and Europe for his three-layer, three- 
color transparent cast plastic sculpture. He was trained and previously employed as an 
engineer on the Apollo project. Mr. Eversley was born in Brooklyn, New York in 1941 and 
received the B.S. degree in electrical engineering from Carnegie Institute of Technology 
in 1963. He resides in Venice, California.
